‘The 
brethren were unusually stirred up, their meet- 
ings were truly interesting, and at times it 
scemed as if the Lord was about to bless the 
people with an extensive end glorious revival 
of religion. All was not realized which they 
had anticipated ; yet it is believed, that several 
were brought out of darkness unto God's mar- 
vellous light. 

A few extracts from the diary will present 
this subject in its true light, and doubtless will 
not be uninteresting to the readers of this me- 
moir. 

July 19.—*“ At 5 P. M. I had a meeting at 
the school-house, and preached from Jobn v.

Dear Brorner,—In the excitement which 
has existed for a while relative to Indian af.

THE NEW BIRTH. 

The Lord Jesus Christ has declared that, 
except a man be born again he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.
